From the Taunton Gazette. 


From Fort jflonroe. 


We are permitted to publish the follow- 


ing interesting letter from Fort Monroe, 
containing oh excellent narrative.of the ex- 
perience of our military friends from this 
place in reaching; and occupying that posi- 
tion-: 


FOET MONROE, April 23, 
1861. 


DDAB FRIEND :—I am just informed that 


a schooner will. take letters to Boston. 
I 


have been so busy one way and another, 
that I had not .had a moment to write since 
entering the-foit. 


Our passage from Fall Eiver to New 


Yorkw'aa very long (from 11J o'clock p;m. 
to 7 o'clock p. m.), and as tedious as long 
to most. For want of cooks, we were not well 
supplied, with eatables..--,• The vessel was not 
well ballasted, and we were'overloaded-.and 
unfit for the voyage. 
Arriving at New 


York, the vessel was ballasted by filling her 
hold with .coal,, and from thence on, we had 
a pleasant passage. . At NewiYork we spent 
Thursday night on. board the boat at the 
wharf; the officers taking tea at tbe..Astor 
House, by invitation, of the keeper. 
About 


4 o'clock Friday moruing we left New-York, 
and had a pleasant passage. 
Mr.': Stetson 


of the Astor put on board the boat a'.nuui- 
ber of servants,- and we were able to : get a 
"air supply of food. 


We arrived off this-fort: at 2 o'clock Sat- 


urday morning, but stood off again,-fearing 
to go in lest it might be in the.hands-of the 
seceders. ^ While we approached the coast 
of Virginia, we selected about one hundred 
of the sharp-shooters, and required them to 
be rsady at a moment's notice, in order to 
be prepared for any...vessel lying in wait for 
us. At about 3 o'clock a. m., a steamer 
bove.in sight, .and immediately - threw up: 
signal rockets. 
We pat out all the lights 


in the,boat, called up the shooters, all of. 
whose guns were loaded with ball, and pla- 
ced a guard so that the rest ot the men 
should not rush on deck .and.upset the boat. 
Tbe other steamer then put out her lights, 
and we were somewhat anxious for a time. 
Indeed, many of-ns did not take off our, 
clothes or sleep n wink that night. 
We 


waited until sunrise, when the U. S. flag 
was run up on the fort, and wegaveit hear- 
ty cheers, I assure you ; glad to see it we 
were, on-.mauy accounts. 


On arrival at the wharf, we were disem- 


barked and marched into the fort. 
Glad 


nough were the officers and soldiers in the 


fort.. They had been doing a very laborious 
duty, and were .exceedingly anxious lest 
they should be surprised. .The fort is a 
beautiful place ; encloses 50 acres of land ; 
bas a wall between 45 and 50 feet higb, o! 
brick and stone, and from 35 to 40 feet 
wide; hasa-moat about it some. 35 feet 


ide in- most places, and six feet depth of 


water in the rnoat. 
Three hundred guns, 


besides a large number of mortars, can be 
placed in the casemate and on parapets.— 
In ease of a siege—that is on all sides— 
6,000 men would b'e required to properly 
man the guns. Five men can work the 
^ 
but there should be seven, and there 


should be ia.such a case,:three distinct'par- 
ties to take their turns at the guns, or re- 
liefs, as they are called. 
Outside of the 


moat are water batteries. 
The danger now 


ivould come from the land side. 
On that 


side there are no casemates, except those 
which protect the-gates. 
The fort is built 


on a point of land of abont 120 acres, and 
is connected with the main land by a long 
strip of land 200 feet wide and a mile and 
a quarter or more long. - You see if the 
place is assaulted, the forces must come 
over this atrip of sandy land. 
Now pointed 


over this strip of land are a large number 
of guns of heavy caliber, and a number of 
mortars; and any forces coming over would 
be exposed to a terrible fire, and no doubt 
destroyed. 
In addition to this strip, there 


is another long and narrow strip that, with 
a bridge, leads to Hampton. 
The bridge 


is now down, and a picket guard is estab- 
lished on either side ; on one side by the 
regulars, and on the other by the Hampton 
people. The guard ia more than a mile out 
i'rom the Fort. 
The guard (regulars thus 


far) feel that it is very uncertain whether 
they return to the fort alive, when they go 
out there. - Sixty acres are inclosed by the 
fort, the other sixty are built upon, and' it 
is quite a watering place. 
Sentinels are 


set all o?er the village outside at night.— 
These buildings will- probably be destroyed 
soon, as they would afford aid to an enemy, 
iind will be in the way in case of-an attack. 
There is a large hotel, owned partly an<5 
kept by a Union man—a brother of Willard 
at Washington. 


"The government machine shop is outside 


the walls, and is now operated by machinists 
from our companies, John C; Brigga being 
foreman. 
Nearly all Outsiders are strong 


secessionists, and are" by degrees leaving, 
as they, know they would be destroyed if

Capt. H. D. Thompson, an old lake cap- 


tain, formerly residing at Buflalbi arrived 
in this city yesterday; direct from Pensucola, 
Florida, via New Orleans. He had been 
residing at Peusacola," and left there a week 
ago last Friday, having been "warned" by 
the rebels, because he was a northern inau, 
and not deeming it safe to-remain in their 
midst. 


There were only about 2,000 rebel troops 


at Pensacola when be.left,, and .many of 
these were leafing, being fully convinced of 
the folly of attempting to capture Ft. Pick- 
ens, 
which Capt. Thompson says cannot be 


done. Hs was there when the fort was re- 
inforced, and says when the rockets were 
sent up from the.fort, celebrating the event, 
the rebels on the shore ground^ their teeth 
in rage, but couldn't help themselves. 


The prices'of provisions were .going up 


rapidly,, and the mills were stopping, and 
all kinds of trade and business were, at a 
stand-still.

At New Orleans, tliere. were^great feai-a 


of a negro insurrection, and-three or four 
military companies were statione.d in the 
arsenal, preparatory, to such an event. The 
negroes had threatened.,and attempted to 
fire the city, and they are now.closely watch- 
ed. The state merit'that the slaves of;ahy 
portion of the South would fight against 
the North, Gapt. Thompson aays is all hum- 
bug. 
They are ready to take advantage of 


circumstances to strike for liberty, at the 
first opportunity. He was astonished, whon 
conversing with some slaves in the various 
Gulf States, to ii'nd how we'll posted they 
all are as to current events and poll lies'.-— 
He says the negroes are much more intelli- 
gent than the " poor whites," who are very 
ignorant, and the stupid dupes and tools of 
the politicians. The negroes obtain their 
information from the,hotels, where, waiters 
overhear 'the discussions at table, aud then 
communicate what they learn to the other 
negroes. He says he has heard more than 
one slave in Mississippi express the hope 
that "do good lime am a-comin'." 


At New Orleans a company of negroes 


had offered their services to the "Confeder- 
ates," and. been accepted, but were after- 
wards rejected, the officers being suspicious 
of them. 


• The assertions of the New Orleans and 


other southern papers about merchants be- 
ing very liberal for the war and offering to 
give theirclerks advance pay and keep along 
their salaries while absent, if they would 
join the confederate army, is totally false. 
On careful inquiry, Capt. Thompson says 
he ascertained that not a single offer of the 
kind had been made;.'but that the papers 
make these statements for 'the purpose of 
patting as good a face as possible upon their 
side of the picture..

New Orleans, and indeed the whole south 


is in a state of anarchy and terror. Thou- 
sands of people are leaving for the north, 
and thousands more would do so if they 
had the means. The volunteer companies 
are chiefly made up p.f poor men who have 
nothing else to do, and most of whom would 
go north if they could. There were some 
three thousand military in New Orleans 
when he was there, and a.large number of 
these were about to depart for Virginia.— 
Such a hard-looking,. dirty, rnffiahly and 
besotted lot of men Capt. Thompson says 
he never saw in his life as are'thejse south- 
ern soldiers, not only in New Orleans, but 
wherever he sa"w any of them. The decent 
)eople are ashame'd as well .as afraid of 
,hese military desperadoes, composed, as 
they generally are, of the very worst, "class 
of society. 


Capt. Thompson confirms the reports of 


the military preparations in progress all 
along the Mississippi between Cairo and 
New Orleans, and the general lawlessness, 
and ruffianism that rule the hour. 
Stimu- 


lated by tho false pretences of their leaders• 
and by bad whisky, the soldiery all have 
unshaken faith that they can " whip the 
north " very easily. He says that at 
Mem- 


phis be saw the steanittug .:Gordon Grant, 
which was formerly on the Chicago river; 
she is in the service .of the rebels to " scru- 
tinize " the river.

He says there are many intelligent peo- 


ple at the south who are.for the Union, but 
they dare not express their sentiments, fear- 
ing violence from the drunken rabble. At 
Bay St. Louis, a fashionable summer resort 
in Mississippi, a clergyman was recently, 
tarred, feathered and rode out of town for 
expressing sentiments that were deemed .ob- 
jectionable.
